The Bonaparte family is said to be 
losing its charm in the eyes of I ho 
French people. 
W ith the death of 
the youthful son of Napoleon **I. the 
dynasty, if it can I k* designated by 
that term, virtually came to an end and 
its influence on French men lias since 
been on the decline. There is no prom­ 
inent figure left to represent it, and, 
according to one of the society journals 
of Paris, the Bonapartist section of 
fash i ona I de life is passing into ob­ 
livion. 
There are Bonapartist* in the 
legislative assembly and adherents of 
the cause in the eotiiiTry, but the draw­ 
ing room existeiua* of the party is grad­ 
ually disappear!?**' — Boston Journal.

He 
bas been advertised as an habitual 
drunkard, and yet certain saloons, con­ 
trary to law, have furnished him with 
all the whisky he wanted. Recently 
he began to take the gold cure, when 
a certain saloon keeper, fearing tnat 
if he quit he would loose the money 
that was spent for whiskey while his 
family suffered.took him into his place 
and gave him drink after drink until 
he was finaJy able to retain one on his 
stomach, and as a result be quit tak­ 
ing the cure and got on a drunk that 
resulted in his imprisonment. 
This action on the part of the 
saloon keeper is the most detestable, 
devilish thing that we have ever heard 
of. For a few dollars gained con­ 
trary to law, he would wreck the 
happiness of a whole family and 
throw them on the charity of the 
community. 
The 
city 
council, 
through committee, is now investigat­ 
ing these cases where liquor has been 
sold to habitual drunkards, and in 
violation of the law, and the revoking 
of licenses and prosecution of the 
offenders may be looked for. 


The Journal Corrected. 
Editors D i s p a t c h : Kindly permit 
me to correct the Brainerd Journal. 
I was never in favor of the Walsh bill 
raising the amount of liability in 
cases of death. I was opposed to it 
from the start, and said so on the floor 
of the bouse. At first I doubted the 
propriety of fixing any limit, and 
thought* the question of damages 
should be left to a jury. I said fur­ 
ther that if the bill could be made to 
relate to railroads only, I would favor 
anything. I told the author of the 
bill. Mr. Walsh, that I should fight 
his bill, but thought I would support 
an amendment taking the limit off 
entirely. The bill was amended, and 
came up lnthecommitteeof the whole 
on the proposed amendment. I was 
opposed to the amendment, because I 
had, on reflection, been “convinced” 
that I was wrong. I never changed 
my mind as to the original bitt. The 
whole thing was killed, the entire 
delegation 
from the 46th district 
standing 
together. 
We were all 
“convinced”. When it is remembered 
that under the old law there was no 
liability 
in 
such cases; that our 
statutes is like the statutes of nearly 
all the other states; that the damages 
are not the value of the life of the 
person killed, but the pecuniary loss 
of the widow, child, uncle, or cousin, 
as the case may be; that the removal 
of the limit would beueiit the rich 
only, and that, in our state especially, 
other industries than railroads would 
be made to suffer, and perhaps be 
wiped out, is it strange that so many 
who were at first rn favor of tho bill, 
should be “convinced f ’ We have 
been “convinced of several things 
this winter, Mr. Journal man, and it 
will be a pleasure to inform the 
public of the nature of our convic­ 
tions, if you have no objections.
